'{‘0 His Majesty, Willlam III, King of the
Netherlands, Prince of Ornpges-Nassail, Grand
Vuke of Luxembourg, e'c.—rire:—Be pleased
to permit many of your moest laatbhlul subjeets,
inhabitante of the city of Luxembourg, to
raige, ut this moment of proiound snxievy, tiwir
voice towards the throne. Luxembuourg, happy
and free, haz prospered under the sveptre ol
your glorioug house, and it will preserve an
eternal and geatelul remembrance of it, In the
present day Fate 12 against your Majesty and
our country, and the days of vur fndependence
appear to be numbered, After the grave
events of lust  year, which dissolved the
old Germoame confederation, we can no longer
hope to maintain our vatluna! existence, The
fortyest of Luxembourg wiill tall either to
Northern Germany or 1o Fianes, and in either
